cold that it resembles Ice. Here nnd 
here a patch of tho sky can be seen,

whole outlook. I tremble and shud- 
der with cold as I dress and half wish 


had never heard the words—British 
Columbia and mountain sheep. 
Around the breakfast table I find 


foiir veteran sportsmen awaiting me. 


"'Quick!' must be tho word," said 


the leader of the party, for one of our 
guides reports that he lias seen with 
field glass a number of sheep feeding 
on the slope o£ a distant mountain, 
and our business is, by a cautious 
flank movement, to get wltiiln range, 
a breathless proceeding which sets 
the heart thumping with excitement, 
Our leader is a white-haired, clean- 
shaven man- of sixty years, with the 
activity and alertness o£ the 'average 
man of thirty. 
He is a well known 


member, of the legal profession, who 
stands high in the estimation of his 
fellow citizens and in the councils o 
liis party. 
A sportsman to the tip's 


of his fingers, a splendid rifle shot 
for mountain sheep, shooting has al 
ways been his favorite sport. 


Into the saddles we climb, seven o

Dr. Wallace thinks he was of Scottish descent, but he was born in Monmouthshire, and started life as an ar- 
chitect, though he soon gave it up to travel and study nature. In 1S48 he visited the Amazon, and four years la- 
ter published his travels. Since that date he has taken a prominent pjace in many aspects of the propaganda 
of evolution as laid down by Darwin and simultaneously by himself. 


Dr. Wallace published, in 1880, a volume upon Darwinism, giving a popular but accurate account of the 


theory of variation and natural selection and his reasons for differing on certain points from the teaching of 
Darwin.
